For centimes the only medical assistance open to 
Sherpa* was ihe do bio us herbal {stir remedies of Til 
trained 'doctors*' and the exorcising rites of spirit-met 
and lamas. Illness was usually attributed to some !•■ 
god, demon, or spirit whom the patient had ofTendrd 

Such is still very much the rase, hut attitudes ire 
start in g tn change. Many Sherpas have becnon? convinced 
of rhr efTicary of "Sahib medicine" during theft WOT* 
mountaineering expeditions.

Having taught the children lo swim, 1 
had io leach them to surf; one hand on 
the child s bottom, the other gripping j 
shoulder ready to give a shove just before 
the wave broke.

Mrs, Stratton visits demolition sites in the 
country, looking for old cast-iron to trim new areas 
of her home in keeping with its original design.
